Theodore Parker, of Boston, gave the tenth 


Anti-Slavery Lecture to a crowded house, in 
IIH Tabernacle, Tuesday evening. Mr. Parker 
g not nnlj one of our most independent thmk- 
ir» and writers, bnt from the abundance of hit 
wart he utters fearlessly the most pungent ami 
earching truths. At a speaker, he would dis- 
appoint those who would expect, from bis tcldt, 
;o be fascinated or enchained by flights of fan- 
;y, classical mythms, or passional eloquence; 
but he is a cool, calm, Relf-possessed reasoner 
presents his subject in aa analogical, argument- 
ative style, is apt in his comparisons, and haa 
great powers at calculation. He vtas remark- 
ably happy in hi* sarcasm*, of which he deals oert 
allopathic doses, which are sometime* unpala 
able to hie opponent*. Mr. Parker spoke near- 
y two hours, and was enthusiastically applaud 
ed. But to the lecture

Ut, The general progress and growth of in- 


stitutions and ideas in America, including 
udgment of the present state of things-, 
23, The special progress of Slavery in thi* 


•onntry, and what it has heretofore RO.COBB 
plwhed; 


3d, The present scheme of Africanization of 


Nebraska, and the general position of the Slave 
E'ower. 


Mr. Parker said that the removal of the Ao- 


[lo-Saxon race from Europe to America was 
he most significant event that has taken place 
since the invention of the art of printing, the 
liacovery of America, or the beginning of the 
Protestant religion. The Spaniards established 
themselves in the Southern part of this conti- 
nent, and there transplanted only the institu- 
tions of tho past and H thirst for gnM. Hence 
some of the worst features of the middle ages 
were incorporated in the New World. 


The Anglo-Saxon race came aud brought not 


only the institutions which were the peculiar 
eharacterigticti of their tribe, but thu better 
sentiments, which were the ruling sentiment*— 
the Bethlehem star, that proclaimed to the pil- 
grims where the voung child, Liberty, was tard. 


There were four institutions in the Old 


World, firmly established there when our fa- 
;hers left Europe. These were Theocracy, sr 
;he subordination of the mam of the people to 
;he priesthood, which acted in tho name of 
God; JhVnarcAjr, or the subordination of the 
subject to one king, who ruled by Divine right; 
Aristocrat^, or the subordination of the many 
to the few—of the weak to the strong; Despot- 
ocracy, or the subordination of tho servant to 
his roaster in the family, as of woman to man 
mthe domestic relation, of the poor to the 
rich, of the weak to the strong. 


The pilgrims did not bring Theocracy over 


the water*. They wanted "a church without 
a bishop." Monarchy came over with a few 


Aristocracy migrated with a much 


larger retluue, and resisted for a longer time.— 
Those institutions passed away, but Despotism 
still remains. In the great revolutionary strug- 
zle, humanity triumphed and our fathers pub- 
iltibed their great principles to tke world.
